Sign Joint Treaty 


DUNKERQUE, France, March 4 
(A*—A treaty binding France and 
Great Britain to act jointly against 
any possible future aggression by 
Germany and pledging the two 
countries to a 50-year alliance was 
signed here today by Foreign Min­ 
isters Ernest Bevin and Georges 
Bidault. 
The pact also calls for mutual 
action by France and Great Britain 
in the event Germany defaults in 
any of the economic obligations im­ 
posed in her surrender or in toe 
forthcoming German peace settle­ 
ment. 
The two countries, under the 
treaty's terms, also will "Uke all 
possible steps to promote the pros­ 
perity and economic security*’ of 
each other. 
All the pacts’s provision, the text 
outed explicitly, are subject to the 
^w-ovisions of UM charter of the 
^%Pnited Nations.

A watting Ward 


Sources close to Sir Alexander 
Cadogan, British delegate to the 
United Nations Security Council, 
said Britain was only awaiting word 
from Secretary General Trygve Lie 
on results of his conferences with 
other members of the Big Five be­ 
fore formally placing the Palestine 
case before the United Nations. 
Although Great Britain has not 
yet placed the case before the 
United Nations formally, informed 
quarters said Arkady 8obolev, as­ 
sistant secretary-general in charge 
of political affairs, already had di­ 
rected bh aides to begin "pulling 
together basic, factual material.” 
This preparaUon was started im­ 
mediately after Secretary-General 
Trygve Lie, in informal talks with 
representaUves of the big ✓powers, 
advanced a proposal that a United 
NaUons Fact-Finding Commission 
to be set up to study the problem 
and draft recommendations before 
the general assembly meets In Sept­ 
ember. 
Secretariat sources said Lie’s fut­ 
ure acUon would depend largely on 
two factors: 
1. Whether the Big Five unani­ 
mously accepted his proposal. 
2. Whether Britain would formal­ 
ly request the creation of a Fact- 
Finding Commission. 


Has Received Na Answers 


Although Lie has received ans­ 
wers from none pf the five powers 
to far, dispatches from London 
quoted British government sources 
ss saying a communication was on 
the way to the secretary-general 
proposing just such a commission 
as suggested. 
Informed quartes! said that Lie 
would drop the whole question if any 
one of the Big Five objected but 
that lf ail accepted, he would take 
formal action to lay his propose 
before all 56 members of the United 
Nations. 
As envisaged by Lie, the Commis­ 
sion would be a small Informal body 
without official status In the United 
Nations 
although 
its 
personnel 
would be selected from member 
states. It would be empowered to 
hear the views of all parties con 
cerned—both Arabs and Jews, and 
the British also, if Britain were not 
a member of the commission—and 
might make an on-the-spot inquiry 
in Palestine. 


Seven Hurt 
In Tanker 
Explosion 


HOUSTON, Tex.. March A UP — 
A terrific explosion of gasoline 
fumes almost ripped the tanker 
Lyons Creek in two here today send­ 
ing seven men to hospitals and rock­ 
ing the entire ship channel area. 
The blast blew a 30-foot square 
tole completely through the vessel, 
from below the water line to the deck 
plates and splintered a portion of 
City Dock No. 8, where the vessel is 
berthed. 
None of the injured was in a 
critical condition, although all of 
them were aboard the tanker and 
only a few yards from the oenter af 
the blast. 
The leone Creek, « e.000 ton ten­ 
ter registered at Philadelphia, was 
tied up at the dock for repairs. The 
ship had hauled some 125,000 bar­ 
rels of high octane aviation gasoline 
to Houston from Hull, England, 
where the fuel had been stored for 
army use during the war. 
Captain Hens Engelsen of Staten 
Island, N. Y., skipper of the Lyons 
Creek, was not aboard at the time of 
he Mast and could not immediately 
estimate the damage. 
The Lyons Creek lay listing at her 
dock tonight with fire equipment 
standing by against the danger of a 
spark touching off the 200 to 300 
barrels of fuel oil coating the water. 
"If that happens, it will make the 
first explosion look like a firecrack­ 
er,” Acting Chief George Richardson 
warned. Richardson said the wind 
and tide were backing the oil under 
the piers, which made it an even 
more serious hazard.

Thomas made his report as Chair­ 
man of the House Committee on 
un-American activities. He blasted 
at what ha called the "legal espion­ 
age” system by which he said Rus­ 
sians were able to get hundreds of 
thousands of copies of industrial. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 — UP) — 
Brie Johnston, president of the Mo­ 
tion Picture Association, suggested 
today that Congreet prevent Com­ 
munists from holding union leader­ 
ship and consider granting industry 
tho right to fire a man because he 
is a Communist. 
Communists are "foreign agents,” 
he fold tie House Labor Committee, 
and "I would not hire a Communist 
myself." At another point he said 
"I dont think they are harmful if 
not in leadership positions.” 
Johnston, former president of the 
United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce, 
suggested 
that 
Congress 
might define the status of a Com­ 
munist in industry when It writes 
any new labor laws. 
• Hie government can discharge a 
Communist from its employment, 
he said, but “in business we have 
no such authority under the Wag­ 
ner Act. 
"If an employer discharges one, 
he can be called before the National 
I .«bor Relations Board for an un­ 
fair labor practice.” 
Rep. Nixon (R-Calif.) wanted to 
know whether Johnston would go 
so far as *to advocate denial of 
the right of a Cmmunist to 
Job. 
"I dont think so,” said Johnston. 
He was asked about possible Com­ 
munistic activity In the frequently 
violent struggles among movie un 
ions. 
*1 assume we have Communists 
in Hollywood as in other industries. 
We are pretty powerless to deal 
with them,” he said.

The United States Executive sat 
for two hours with President Miguel 
Aieman while hundreds of Mexican 
boys and girls unfolded to his ob­ 
vious delight ceremonies as old as 
Mexico itself. Two persons were kill­ 
ed and four Injured in the crush as 
thousands sought to force their way 
into the sud I urn which waa Jam- 
to its 15.000 capacity.

from the stadium through streets 
crowded with Mexicans of all walks 
of life who shouted "viva Harry 
and “ole”.

Before going to the fiesta Presi­ 
dent Truman laid a huge wreath at 
the base of the Independence Mon­ 
ument. erected as a memorial to 
Mexico’s struggle to throw off the 
Spanish yoke in HIO.

Legislative leaders today arranged 
what promises to be a ttnee-day 
battle royal over the leading of 
oyster beds in Chesapeake Bay to 
individual operators and the life of 
M a r y l a n d ' s Tidewater Fisheries 
Commission. 
Chairman Goldstein (D-Calvert) 
of the Senate Chesapeake Bay and 
tributaries committee set up the 
three-bout schedule today. 
Next Tuesday in the Senate cham­ 
ber at IO a. in., those who favor 
leasing the oyster beds under terms 
which would stipulate replenishment 
may lay their arguments before a 
joint bearing of the Senate and 
House Committees responsible for 
tidewater legislation. 
The next morning, In the House 
Chamber, same time, those who op­ 
pose the leasing will have their 
inning. 
On Thursday, after adjournment, 
Goldstein! Senate Committee will 
hold a hearing on a bill which 
would abolish the Tidewater Fish­ 
eries Commission and replace it 
with a new Chesapeake Bay auth­ 
ority. 
Before the joint committee hear­ 
ing as it listens to both sides of the 
leasing question will be two Mils: 
A House measure, endorsed by 
the Fisheries Commission, which 
would permit leasing; and a orn­ 
ate Bill, introduced at the behest 
of small oystermen, which would 
prohibit leasing. 
These developments came after 
the Commission answered at a Leg­ 
islative hearing today accusations of 
"failure” and inefficiency leveled 
against it by Tidewater Senator*, 
who have united in support of the 
bill which would set up the new 
authority.

State Senate Approves Pay 
Raise For School Teachers 


ANNAPOLIS, McL, March 4 UP)— 
Pay raises for Maryland School 
Teachers received the rapid and un­ 
animous approval of the State Sen­ 
ate today. 
The bill 
was sent 
over to the 
House, where favorable action was 
a virtual certainty. 
» Under the bill, the minimum pay 
for school 
teachers who do not 
hold degrees would be $2,000 a year. 
For those who have college degrees 
the basic minimum would be $2^00. 
For all classes, the law now fixes 
a $1,500 minimum. 
There was no Senate debate as 
the bill came up for a vote as part 
of the day! routine. 
The pay increases will make up a 
part of the $36,000,000 annually 
which probably will be added lo 
Maryland education costa before the 
1947 session ends. 
The bill stipulates that non-de­ 
gree holding teachers may receive 
$100 annual increases through 16 
years of experience, or a max im-im 
of $3,600. Those who hold degrees 
would go through the 17th year for 
basic salary of $8,900. 
The bin dots not mean that 


counties may not pay more, and 
many of them do now. 
The principal measure acted upon 
in the House was one by Delegate 
McGrath <D-Prince George’s) which 
would bar employment in state or 
local governments of any persons 
who advocate overthrow of the 
American system of government..

WASHINGTON, March A UP) — 
The Senate Atomic Energy Commit­ 
tee today wound up more than five 
weeks of open hearings cm the nom­ 
ination of David E. Lilienthal and 
got ready to vote on his confirma­ 
tion, possibly tomorrow. 
In addition to Ulienthal, Presi­ 
dent Truman’s choice for chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, the nine Senators will pass on 
W. W. Waymack, L. L Strauss, 
Sumner T. Pike and Dr. Robert 
Bac her as members of the Commis­ 
sion, and Carroll Wilson as general 
manager, practically all the opposi­ 
tion, led by Senator McKellar (R- 
Tenn), has centered on Ulienthal, 
former TVA chief. 
McKellar was granted an hour 
and a half to complete his question­ 
ing of Ulienthal but gave the com­ 
mittee back 65 minutes change. At 
10:55 a. rn. (EST), McKellar ended 
his examination and acting Chair­ 
man Knowland (R-Calif) declared 
the hearings1 closed. 
McKellar told reporters he cer­ 
tainly hoped Ulienthal would be re­ 
jected, but he declined to make 
prediction. 
Earlier, a member of the com­ 
mittee told reporters he would be 
surprised if more than one vote 
was cast against Lilienthal in the 
committee. 
A check of members 
indicates the contest will be much 
closer on the Senate floor, where 
a week or more of debate is in 
prospect.

Kimble's ire was aroused by one 
amendment 
the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee had offered to Senate Bill 49, 
pertaining to the extent of medical 
expenses permissible in treating in­ 
jured workmen. 
As originally in­ 
troduced, the bill removed a ceiling 
of $750 on the amount allowed and 
made no provision for a new limit. 
The committee inserted a $1,500 
ceiling. 
Asserting that any restriction on 
medical expenses 
is "against all 
that I believe in ” Kimble moved 
that the vote on acceptance of the 
committee’s report be reconsidered. 
It was the conviction of the Leg­ 
islative Council, he said, and the 
Workmen's Compensation Commis­ 
sion, that injured workers receive 
whatever medical care they need, 
regardless of the cost. 
“Then through no fault of my 
own, I am recorded as voting for 
that damnable amendment.”

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Opposition To State Sales 
Tax Beginning To Be Voiced 
Opposition to a consumers' sales tax for Maryland 
is, as was to be expected, beginning to make itself 
heard. 
Labor unions have voiced their disapproval 
of any such assessment, and now the Western Mary­ 
land Labor Unity Conference has taken a stand 
against it, and has called a meeting of all interested 
groups, including church, labor, fraternal and civic 
bodies, to speak out against the enactment of the 
proposed bill now before the Maryland General As­ 
sembly. 
Those who have voiced an opinion have based 
their opposition on the ground that the proposal by 
Governor Lane to raise $18,000,000 of new revenue 
annually by a sales tax would be felt more by families 
Of low income than the rest of the population. 
That 
probably would be true if the measure now under con­ 
sideration called for a consumers' tax on all com­ 
modities.. 
But it does not. 
All items of food pur­ 
chased for home consumption, drugs and medicine, 
water, telephone, used and new cars, gasoline, (already 
taxed by the state), and many other items, of a 
necessity or luxury nature, are tax free. 
Clothing selling for 8 cents and up' among other 
things, would be taxed. 
For example, a dress that 
retails for $10 would cost the buyer $10.20; a man's 
suit that retails for $80 would cost $51, while the plac­ 
ing of an automobile in a parking space that now is 
charged for at the rate of 35 cents would cost 36 cents. 
It can be seen the tax burden would be of little con­ 
sequence to the individual, while, at the sam# time, 
it would yield revenue in an amount no other form 
of taxation would be capable of yielding. 
So, it is pointed out by those favoring the sales 
tax that the necessary fund required to meet the 
ever-increasing demand for greater 8tate service would 
be collected "painlessly", since the small imposts on 
commodities would hardly be noticeable to citizens. 
They also insist that, with most commodities of basic 
necessity exempt from tax, a person may pay directly 
according to his standard of living. 
And the almost 
unnoticed sales tax would give to the State the neces­ 
sary sum to enable it to expand on public services, such 
as education, welfare and health programs, to mention 
only a few. 
Another school of thought advanced by those 
opposing such a tax is that it would drive business 
Into tax-free communities of border states. 
Such an 
argument, in our opinion, need not cause much worry 
to business in Allegany County. 
West Virginia has 
had a sales tax for ten years or longer, while the 
nearest point in tax-free Pennsylvania is Bedford. It 
Is doubtful whether those who might want to save 
the sales tax would go to the inconvenience of making 
such a trip there, or to Pittsburgh, when it is taken 
Into account such a journey would cost more than the 
sales tax of two cents on the dollar they would save. 
The number of those affiliated with labor unions 
who oppose a sales tax is one of conjecture, while it 
is questionable that a majority of the people of Alle­ 
gany County are against It. 
We are of the opinion 
a large majority favor a tax that can be paid out in 
■man amounts over the year rather than have a greatly 
increased tax bill placed in their hands to be paid in 
one large lump once annually. 
And, too, a sales levy would he shared by all, giving 
everybody a financial Interest in their State Govern­ 
ment. 
That, in itself, would bring them into closer 
contact with an Administration and create in them a 
greater attentiveness to the expenditures of funds, 
they help to amass, by those they elect to govern them.

Battle Of Fuels During 
Worst Portion Of Winter 
Coal, as a household fuel, has been taking It on 
the chin in the past year or so. Its price Increased 
rapidly during the past year. 
Mine strikes and 
threats of mine strikes, have aroused fears of short­ 
ages. 
That was early last Spring and again in mid- 
Fall 
So, hundreds of coal consumers In Allegany 
County, and especially in the Cumberland area con­ 
verted to gas to heat homes, many of them reasoning 
that by so doing they would contribute to some degree 
in making Cumberland freer of smoke. 
But during the latter part of February, and uj^to 
a few days ago, when the snow and accompanying 
cold wave threatened gas supplies, the coal people in 
some centers of mining saw a chance for rebuttal. 
Retail coal dealers got out an ad which said, in big 
black type: 
"You dont have to conserve on your heat when 
you use coal. 
You can keep your room temperatures 
as high as you please for there is no shortage of coal." 
Of course, the Cumberland St Allegheny Gas Com­ 
pany did urge consumers of gas to conserve! but no 
hardships resulted during the scare periods, and those 
who did convert from coal to gas have enjoyed com­ 
fortable home temperatures. 
But now that both sides have had their innings, 
let’s hope that John L. Lewis and Jack Frost will per­ 
mit both fuels to come into Cumberland and Allegany 
County in ample quantities. 
Both have their uses, and both are needed to make 
a prosperous and comfortable community.

CATARRHAL JAUNDICE 
E 


pidem ics of various sorts are 
prone to occur during hostili­ 
ties. Typhus and infUiensa are 
probably the bes! known bul 
in World War IL Infectious hepati­ 
tis was one of the most common. 
History tells us that the disorder 
bas been a problem to soldiers for 
centuries and was particularly both­ 
ersome in the Napoleonic and Civil 
wars. The malady is essentially the 
same as so-called catarrhal Jaundice 
which civilians encounter from time 
to time, especially in the fall and 
winter. 
Filtrable viruses are tespmuMa. 
One form is transmitted from per­ 
son to person thru contaminated 
water. Although chlorine will kill 
many germs, the antiseptic seems to 
have no effect on this organism un­ 
less highly concentrated. But there 
are other means of transmission. Ap­ 
parently, in pooling blood to manu­ 
facture plasma and serums, many 
individuals who harbored the virus 
volunteered as donors. As a result, 
some of the batches containing the 
culprit were administered aa a life­ 
saving measure to our battle casual* 
ties. 
In mf>ny Instances, three to 
four months later, the recipient de­ 
veloped Jaundice. A similar situation 
followed the injection of yellow fev­ 
er vaccine which contained serum 
of this type. 
The victim probably 
thought that yellow fever was to 
blame because of tho Jaundice but 
It is now believed that the ailment 
was infectious hepatitis. 


The disease manifests itself in 
numerous ways. Now and then tho 
patient hardly realises that he is 111 
and frequently the skin does not 
turn yellow. Liver tests, however, 
disclose the true picture. 
On tho 
other hand the majority com ‘ 
of lorn of appetite, nausea, vim 
and weakness. 
Others have___ 
ache, joint pains, or chills and fev­ 
er. Such symptoms last for five or 
six days and then the epidermis 
changes from tho normal pink to 
saffron. Tbs yellowish hue is most 
noticeable in the whites of the eyes 
and with colored individuals, may 
be the only clew. 
Ae the temperature falls the In­ 
testinal manifestations increase, the 
liver enlarges, and the area becomes 
tender. Itching is exhibited; the 
stools are light and urine dark. Ae 
a rule this persists for three to four 
weeks but may continue for several 
months. Practically every one gets 
well although in some, convalescence 
is prolonged. These patients fail to 
regain vigor and have digestive up­ 
sets, discomfort in the upper right 
abdomen, are unable to tolerate Tat,

war, got the following lecture from 
General Benny Giles, U. & com­ 
mander In the Near Bast.

Army and you have no right 
but to reflect the opinion of the 
high command.

Truman Risks Loss of Newly Won 
Popularity In Labor Bills Action 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, March 4—Four­ 
teen years ago today the New Deal 
began. It started as a means of 
Rescuing the American economy 
from the depression which had be­ 
fallen the country. But it turned 
soon into a program of reform 
which sought to regulate the econ­ 
omic life of the nation'far beyond 
the years of depression. 
Today th* Republican Party with 
its majority In both Houses of Con­ 
gress considers that the voters have 
repudiated the New Deal. This has, 
of course, not been indisputably es­ 
tablished by the election returns 
because every congressional elec­ 
tion is characterised by a multi­ 
plicity of issues. The Democrats 
themselves, however, began to di­ 
vide on the New Deal three years 
ago and the presidntial campaign 
of 1944 was waged almost entirely 
on issues related to a continuity of 
foreign policy and war policy rather 
than on domestic questions. In fact* 
the Democrats soft-pedalled New 
Deaiism in the 1944 campaign be­ 
cause they recognized It was being 
associated with radicalism. 
The measures placed on the sta­ 
tute books by the New Deal were 
In many instances transformed in­ 
to necessary war controls for tho 
period from 1940 to 1946 and hence 
the Interjection of the war years 
makes difficult at times any sep­ 
arate examinations of the effects 
of new deal legislation. 
There are two laws, however* 
which are coming into public dis­ 
cussion more and more and which 
the New Deal sponsored and man­ 
aged to keep from being amended 
for several years. One is the Wag­ 
ner Labor Relations Law and the 
other is the wage and hour and 
minimum wage law. 
Poetise es Attention On New Deal 
Today the effort to amend these 
two measures focusses attention on 
New Deaiism. For the new deal 
Democrats are standing staunchly 
by both laws and are resisting 
amendment. There are many south­ 
ern Democrats* however, who realize 
that tho two New Deal measures 
have been harmful to the economic 
system. These southern Democrats 
recognise that the entry of labor 
unions into politics can affect the 
future of the Democratic Party as 
It has been operating in the south. 
A substantial coalition of Repub­ 
lican and Democratic votes in Con­ 
gress Is ready to amend the New 
Deal labor laws. The question at 


what President Truman will do 
about them remains in doubt It he 
vetoes them and takes the New 
Deal side, there will be more heard 
about the New Deal in the next 
presidential campaign. 
Mr. Truman is counting, of course^ 
on the political support of organ­ 
ised labor to return him to the 
presidency. The union leaders are 
against virtually ail amendments 
except some of an inconsequential 
character. This means that the la­ 
bor unions will try to persuade 
Mr. Truman to VB to any new labor 
legislation that is put before him. 
Will the President revive New 
Deaiism as a political issue? For 
their own selfish reasons, the Re­ 
publicans hope Mr. Truman will 
make the mistake of casting his lot 
with the "left wing’’ in his party. 
He has been benefited recently by 
a rise in the curve of his political 
popularity, according to some of 
the public-opinion polls. But nearly 
everything which has helped to 
bring about that change has been 
related to action favoring the con­ 
servative as contrasted with tho 
New Deal approach to public poli­ 
cies. 
Will Forfeit Newly Wen Stif f art 
It will be recalled that Mr Tru­ 
man floundered on labor policy in 
1946. After taking a strong position 
with respect to the railroad strike— 
Just as he has taken with respect 
to Lewis and the coal strike—the 
President vetoed the Case bill at 
the behest of the A. F. of L. and 
CIO. If he goes over to the side of 
the labor union leader he will for­ 
feit the newly won support. 
For the country understands New 
Deaiism now as a philosophy of 
reactionary tendency which increas­ 
es rather than diminishes the re­ 
strictions on individual liberty in 
America. New Deaiism has set up 
vested interests and has given econ­ 
omic power to certain groups which 
have forced the whole national econ­ 
omy into imbalance. If Mr. Truman 
plays bail with the "left wing" and 
vetoes the new labor bills that Con­ 
gress will send him. he will bo 
making the very mistake which will 
defeat him in 1948. The economic 
situation is difficult enough with­ 
out a return of a wave of strikes 
and this is inevitable if Mr. Truman 
does not respond to the national 
desire to equalize the economic 
power of employers and employees 
in labor relations

"Senator McKellar. I am equally 
confident that I have never at­ 
tempted to introduce any. political 
matter into file TVA from the very 
beginning to the present time." 
On June 20. 1946, the following 
colloquy took place: (The Chairman 
Is Senator McKellar): 
"The Chairman. In 1945 you were 
present before the committee and I 
asked you a question and I want 
to ask that question again, now. 
"Did I ever recommend any hu­ 
man being to you or to your Auth­ 
ority, so far as you know, to hold 
any office in your organization or 
any position in your organization? 
"Mr. Lilienthal. Senator, so far as 
I can recall, and I think I would 
recall, you have never urged the 
appointment of any individual. 
"The Chairman. I am sure that is 
correct, and I want to thank you for 
that statement. 
"Mr. Lilienthal. If there are any 
exceptions I believe they would be 
purely formal recommendations.’* 
Either Lilienthal was a liar when 
he so testified or all his protagonists 
who lay MrKellar’s opposition to 
patronage are liars. They cannot 
both bo right. 


It hi this that the Hlckenlooper 
Committee ought to investigate. It 
has permitted the Impression to go 
abroad that it has made an inves­ 
tigation. Thus far, this Committee 
has investigated nothing. It has held 
hearings at which some lauded 
Lilienthal to tho Pearly Gates of 
Heaven beyond the Just deserts of 
any human being, while others con­ 
demned him as a traitor in sheep’s 
wool. His friends assumed that any­ 
one who praised him is a candidate 
for celestial honors while those who 
opposed him are in a deep con­ 
spiracy to rob the United States of 
a great mind, a noble personality, 
a paragon of perfection. 
Recital of hyperbole is not Inves­ 
tigation. It is not digging into the 
facts. For instance, the Hickenloop- 
er Committee avoided Investigation 
of the Southern Conference for Hu­ 
man Welfare, of which David E. 
Lilienthal was a sponsor, because 
surh scrutiny would cast aspersions 
upon the ghost at Senator Bank­ 
head. TO do that would not be 
Senatorial courtesy; not to do it is 
to fail to make a thorough and 
complete investigation. 
In the early days of the New 
Deal, such congressional committees 
as those headed by Senator Hugo 
Black or Senator Robert La Fol­ 
lette were not so squeamish about 
the feelings of persons alive or 
dead. They investigated with a 
deep and barbed probe. There cur­ 
rent Republicans are either too lazy, 
to incompetent, or too gentlemanly. 
The fact is that they are Investi­ 
gating nothing. 
It is important that the voters 
who elected these Republicans to 
office know that the Republican 
Senators, particularly some of the 
freshmen, are not functioning as a 
political party but are individually 
submitting to pressures by so-called 
liberal groups which kept them out 
of office for 14 years and are split­ 
ting them into splinters with the ob­ 
ject of achieving their defeat in 
1948.

And Mohammedans 
Are Discussed 


Discussing the "Christian Ap­ 
proach To the Indian Political Situ­ 
ation,’* Mohammed Irfan, Lahore, 
India, said the main problem in In­ 
dia, is the difference between the 
Mohammedans and Hindus, and as 
soon as unity between the two can 
be established they hope to be able 
to .stand as an individual country 
Irfan was the guest speaker of the 
Woman’s Association of the First 
Presbyterian Church at its dinner 
meeting Monday night. 
Born an orthodox Moslem Irfan 
became a Christian at the age of IO 
and is now a student at Columbia, 
sponsored by the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Church. Attired in a Wack tunic, 
long white hose, black shoes and 
turban of multi-colored p a s t e l 
shades, Irfan was introduced by 
Mrs. Thomas Lohr Richards, chair­ 
man of Literature.

day brought temporary failure for 
them. 
They were not even physi­ 
cally present at the crucifixion. 
Christians always suffer for their 
ideals. When this experience comes 
to us. we have taken up our crosses 
and followed after him. If we accept 
them with shocked surprise, we are 
in danger of a sense of persecution 
which will exhaust our powers in 
whining self-pity. On the contrary 
if our attitude is “Yes, of course* 
we have credentials to admit us to 
the company of whom Jesus said, 
“Blessed are ye when men shall re­ 
proach you. and persecute you, and 
say all manner of evil against you 
falsely for my sake.** 
Let Us Pray: O Gracious and lov­ 
ing God, thou are a Father and dost 
suffer with thy children in their 
afflictions. We cannot always un­ 
derstand the reasons for the crosses 
we bear. We do know that thou dost 
eagerly offer thy strength ta help 
us bear them. Amen.

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Bill To Set Up Liquor 


Dispensary Introduced 


Cornify Would Begin 
Operations January I 


A bill that would establish in 
Allegany County a liquor wholesale 
dispensary for the sale and distribu­ 
tion of all alcoholic beverages except 
beer to licensed dealers of the coun­ 
ty was introduced in the House of 
Delegates yesterday by Delegate Hor­ 
ace P. Whitworth, Jr. The measure 
was referred to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
If the bill passes, the county 
wholesale dispensary would begin 
operations as a monopoly on or af­ 
ter January I, 1948. but appoint­ 
ment of a general manager would 
be made as of September I, 1947. 
In the tour months between then 
and January I the dispensary would 
be organised for business. 
Whitworth’s measure provides for 
appointment of the general mana- 
ager by the judges of the Fourth 
Judicial Circuit for a four-year 
term at a salary of $7,500 per year. 
—

It provides that the general man­ 
ager must be a resident and voter 
of the county for three years im­ 
mediately preceding his appoint­ 
ment and must be a “person of rec­ 
ognised good character, integrity 
and business capacity.** He would be 
bonded rn the amount of $300,000, 
premium on the bond to be paid by 
the County Commissioners. 
The County Commissioners under 
the measure would be empowered to 
establish the dispensary in “such 
building or buildings, store or ware­ 
house. and with such facilities and 
aquipment" deemed necessary and 
proper. 
The dispensary would be 
seated in or near the City of Cum­ 
berland. 
Authorization is given the dis­ 
pensary to sell all alcoholic bever­ 
ages, including wine, except beer 
and light beer, in wholesale quanti­ 
ties to any person, association or 
corporation authorized to sell such 
alcoholic beverages at retail in Alle­ 
gany County. 
The bill provides that all sales 
are to be made for cash in advance 
of deliver}* and stipulates that mak­ 
ing alcoholic beverages available at 
the dispensary premises to the pur­ 
chaser constitutes delivery. 
Establishes Profit 
The selling price of alcoholic bev­ 
erages, including wine, is to be es­ 
tablished so that the net profit shall 
not be more than 15 per cent of 
gross receipts realized in any one 
year, and prices are to be uniform to 
purchasers “without preference or 
priority.- 
•It is the expressed intention , . . 
to grant . . . an absolute monopoly” 
to the dispensary for the wholesale 
aale and distribution of all alcoholic 
beverages, except beer and light 
beer, according to the bill, which 
provides that no retailer may sell 
within the county any alcoholic 
beverages, except beer and light 
beer, that were not purchased from 
the dispensary. 
The County Commissioners would 
be authorized to borrow money 
needed to provide the dispensary 
with as adequate working capital 
for the establishment and operation 
of the dispensary’, purchase of in­ 
ventories and stock and building, 
buying or leasing adequate quarters 
tor the dispensary. 
They also are empowered to re­ 
paying the borrowed money to levy 
against the taxable property to the 
county such sums as may be neces­ 
sary from time to time to pay the 
interest on notes, certificates of in­ 
debtedness and/or bonds and to re­ 
tire the principal at maturity. 
The measure also stipulates that 
the County Commissioner^ are to 
apply the net receipts of the dis­ 
pensary to the following uses and 
to the following order: 
Stipulates Application 
"Firrt towards the payment of 
current 
interest 
and 
retirement 
chs ryes on such notes, certificates 
of Indebtedness and/or bonds as 
may be issued . . . for the purpose 
of raising funds for the establish­ 
ment and operation of the whole­ 
sale dispensary system authorized 
. 
. and after the payment of such 
charges, they (County Commission­ 
ers* shall be authorized to retain 
such amounts as in the discretion 
of the County Commissioners are 
necessary for the creation of a re­ 
serve and operating fund to provide 
adequate working capital for the 
continued operation of said dis­ 
pensary system, which . . . in any 
one year, however, shall not exceed 
40 per cent of the average of the 
gross sale* of alcoholic beverages for 
such year and the immediate pre­ 
ceding year, and the remainder of 
said profits, if any, may be used by 
them for any proper county pur­ 
pose. 
A minimum fine of not leas than 
$1,900 is fixed for conviction of any 
one purchasing any alcoholic bev­ 
erages. except beer and light beer 
for retail sale in the county unless 
It is bought from the dispensary 
If the violator is licensed for the 
retail sale of alcoholic beverages he 
Immediately forfeits his license, ac 
cord ins to the bill, which vlso pro­ 
vides that any other vioUtton Is 
to be punishable by a fine of not 
leat than $100. 
The general manager would bi 
the adminntraUve head of the dis 
pen*ary and would be authorized to

Whitworth Predicts 
Revenue Of $300,000 


Operation of a wholesale liquor 
dispensary 
by 
Allegany 
County 
would provide the county with in­ 
creased revenue amounting to $300,- 
000 yearly, according to Delegate 
Horace P. Whitworth. Jr., who in­ 
troduced to the House of Delegates 
yesterday a bill to establish such a 
dispensary. 
Whitworth pointed out that the 
bill “does not in any respect” affect 
the operation of retail licenses sell­ 
ing beer, wines or liquor at retail* 
“either by the package or drink. 
“It is as Its name Implies a mea­ 
sure to syphon toto the local trea­ 
sury of Allegany County that vest 
sum now going almost all entirely 
away from this county and Into tho 
pockets of a few licensed wholesale 
liquor dealers principally In Balti­ 
more City. The act does not in any 
respect affect the selling of beer." 
Whitworth said. 
May Prevent Tax Increase 
He added “The practical effect of 
the provisions set up to the act will 
not be felt by the public at large ex­ 
cept to a beneficial manner by an 
increased income which may supply 
the funds to the county that all now 
concede are much needed for the 
purpose of increased salaries to 
school teachers and increased sup­ 
port of our local government Such 
a sum of money may be realised bf 
Allegany County in thtf manner, 
that an increase to the general tax 
rate may be prevented and the ne­ 
cessity of recourse to other sources 
of revenue which would bear hard 
upon the bulk of our people, Juch as a 
sales tax, may be unnecessary. 
"It is my view that ainee the only 
change that affects the ordinary 
retail liquor dealer la that he must 
requisition and obtain his stock to 
trade from the county warehouse, 
with safeguards 
thrown 
around 
this operation which would prevent 
him from being over-charged, that 
he should look upon the bill with 
favor and thankfully receive In gen­ 
eral with all other property holders 
of the county those general benefits 
which will be forthcoming from 
such a large contribution to the 
public treasury. 
Certain undisputed facta and fig­ 
ures have been furnished me from 
the Alcoholic Beverages Division of 
the State Comptroller's office which 
makes me feel that the foregoing 
general statements are not overly 
optimistic as to what may be expect­ 
ed of this change 
to our liquor 
laws. 
According to these figures 
250,116 gallons of distilled spirits 
were consumed in Allegany County 
in 1946. So far as the State la con­ 
cerned this County in this respect 
was only exceeded by Baltimore 
City and Baltimore County. 
Predicts $366,006 Revenue 
My inquiry would seem to estab­ 
lish that approximately $2 per gal­ 
lon is the gross profit on such liq­ 
uors. This one-half million dollars 
may be said to be a gross sum to be 
realized from sales by the dispen­ 
sary which it la proposed to set up. 
1 predict that at least $300,000 may 
be thus brought toto the treasury of 
Allegany County annually from this 
source. 
AU property owners can 
figure out what relief * this sum 
should be to connection with the 
ever increasing property tax. 
“Montgomery County last year 
with a county dispensary system sold 
only 128,300 gallons 
of 
distilled 
spirits but this paid into the treas­ 
ury of the county $564,319.60. 
This 
is only offered for a very limited 
comparison and cannot be used to 
establish what would be the profit 
In 
Allegany County because to 
Montgomery County the net re­ 
ceipts from seven retail stores or 
licensees are included. The propos­ 
ed bill does not attempt to set up 
such stores here, but as mentioned 
above is confined 
to 
furnishing 
wholesale liquors required by the re­ 
tailers. 
“So far as I am able to visualise 
now this bill would not put out of 
business or do away with any jobs 
unless it be a few liquor salesmen. 
It is my information that only one 
wholesale liquor license exits now to 
Allegany County. While it la • en-* 
tirely possible that this one might 
have to go out of business because 
the profits are captured by this bill 
for the county, I cannot find any 
other place where so few can do to 
much good for so many. 
Cites Private Enterprise 
I have not discounted the argu­ 
ment often advanced that the prin­ 
ciple of government remaining out 
of business and leaving private en­ 
terprise uninterferred with, is being 
violated by this bill. However much 
I may believe to this principle, yet, 
desperate conditions often require 
desperate remedies. 
"The liquor business has always 
been recognized as a peculiar one 
to which the public has a special 
and peculiar interest, with rights 
and duties entirely subject to reg­ 
ulation and control in the public in­ 
terest. 
Thus to this respect this 
measulre, admitted to be one for the 
purpose of raising revenue, may 
be said to Interfere with private 
business, nevertheless the violation 
of any recognized or legally estab­ 
lished rights of business or free en­ 
terprise, is more theoretical than 
real.

land are reported open and clear. 
Only two state roads snow plows 
were operating last night, and these 
on emergency call only.

Muller Describes 
New FHI Program 


Recalling 
President 
Truman’s 
statement that “the main point of 
emphasis for 1947 is rental housing " 
E. Lester Muller, stele director of 
the Federal Housing Administration 
appealed at a meeting here last 
night for construction ami conver­ 
sion of more rental housing units 
for veterans. 
Muller addressed 25 persons, rep­ 
resenting Industry, financial insti­ 
tutions. contractors, building sup­ 
pliers and reql estate dealers, at rn 
meeting In City HaU auditorium. 
He explained 
that 
the 
rental 
housing program sponsored by the 
PHA. much of the building planned 
will be financed under a plan au­ 
thorized by the Veterans’ Emergen­ 
cy Act. which permits PHA to In­ 
sure up to 90 per cent of the nec­ 
essary coat of the property. Includ­ 
ing land and building. 
Non-veterans may construct two 
to four-family house# and occupy 
one unit while renting the remain­ 
ing units, with veterans having first 
preference. Muller said.

Pointing out that the PHA waa 
created by an act of Congreet to 
1934 after the 1933 low point of only 
100.000 new housing units put un­ 
der construction, as compared to a 
peak of nearly one million units to 
1925. Muller 
said 
that 
in 1940 
slightly more than a million unite 
(of all types were started and two- 
thirds of them, or 670.000, were new 
permanent homes. 
The remainder, he said, included 
64.500 conversions. 
48.000 trailers 
191.000 temporary re-use unite, and 
29.200 unite in projects of schools 
and other public bodle*. 
Difficulty in obtaining adequate 
supplies of building materials was 
a major problem for the homebuiid- 
|er and one of the important factors 
contributing to the high coat of 
home construction in 1946, Mulier 
said. 
However* materials such as brick, 
concrete blocks, construction lum­ 
ber, sinks, cement, asphalt roofing 
and paint already are approaching a 
market balance, he said. 
The list of Items expected to pre­ 
sent the greatest problems to 1947 
includes millwork, flooring, M B I 
plumbing fixtures, cast-iron soil 
and pressure pipe, builders’ hard­ 
ware and insect screen cloth. 
Muller said that authorization can 
be obtained from the PHA by any 
individual to build a home limited 
to 1,500 square feet of floor area and 
fixtures for one bathroom, but with 
no price ceiling. A OO*' 25-year loan 
at 4% interest may be obtained un­ 
der the PHA plan, provided non­ 
veterans will agree to the event of 
subsequent sale or rent to give pref­ 
erence to World War n veteran*. 
nam Ii Explained 


This financing plan, ha explained, 
makes it possible for non-veteran* 
to build a duplex or apartment 
building, live in one of the unite 
and rent the other unite to World 
War II veterans. The rent ceiling is 
established by the PHA to permit 
6Vv% return on the total investment 
and is not subject to review by OPA. 
On large rental project* the terms 
may be up to 32 years, or longer if 
the interest rate is less than 4%. 
The main need is for a site for such 
a project, Muller said. 
Following Muller’s talk. the two 
PHA representative* who accom­ 
panied him here from Baltimore. C. 
T. Batterden and Owen C. McFad- 
den, answered questions of the au­ 
dience. Joseph J. Lowden, construc­ 
tion adviser of the office of the 
housing expediter in Harrisburg. P i, 
represented E. Price Steiding.
